The air attack Sunday on the 


southwest slopes of Mt. Hermon 
was in retaliation for guerrilla 
raids on Israeli frontier settle- 
ments and military positions 
over the weekend, an Israeli 
spokesman said. A Lebanese 
army spokesman said the raid- 
ers burned crops and knocked 
out electrical power in three vil- 
lages known to be guerrilla 
strongholds—Kfar Shuba, Shaa- 
ba and Jersa. 


Arab guerrillas in lebanon 


fired mortars at art Israeli bor- 
der settlement in Northern Gali- 
lee Sunday night, wounding one 
of the settlers, the military com- 
mand in Tel Aviv said today. Is- 
raeli troops returned the fire, he 
said.

were intercepted on a sabotage 
mission.

broke out between the Arab 
Palestine Organization, which 
supports Egypt's acceptance of 
the cease-fire, and the Marxist 
Popular Front for the Libera- 
tion of Palestine, which opposes 
it. Both sides said one child was 
killed and nine other persons

wounded, 
and

blamed the other. 


Commandos from the Popular 


Front clashed twice last, week 
with guerrillas from Action, an- 
other pro-Egyptian 
command 


group in Jordan. Two men were 
killed and 10 wounded in those 
clashes. 


The Israeli cabinet met for 


more than five hours Sunday 
amid reports of strong govern- 
ment feeling that the United 
States had failed to guarantee 
Israeli interests in its campaign 
to put over the 
American 


cease-fire proposal. 


A government announcement 


said only that the Cabinet "re- 
viewed various aspects of Israe- 
li-U.S. relations." But official 
informants said Israel was an- 
gered because the U.N. an- 
nouncement of the start of new 
peace efforts did not make clear 
that Israel would not withdraw 
from any occupied territory 
without the recognition of se- 
cure frontiers in a peace treaty 
with the Arabs.

"front-runner for many of W. 
R. Stephens' smaller business 
interests" watch over the mon- 
ey in the McClerkin camp. 
Young is president of Arkansas 
Best Corp. and Stephens is 
chairman of the board of Arkan- 
sas Louisiana Gas Co. Malone 
identified the "money watch- 
er" in Faubus' camp as Clar- 
ence Thornbrough, an employe 
of Arkla. 


Malone also said that Faubus 


had made reference earlier in 
the campaign to a "meeting on 
the mountain" in an attempt to 
"create a subtle 
impression 


that the machine 
was dis- 


solved ... " Faubus had said 
that a select group of men met 
at Winrock Farms in an at- 
tempt to set up a "hidden gov- 
ernment."

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


President's Commission on Ob- 
scenity and Pornography has 
outlined tentative recommenda- 
tions calling for repeal of all 
laws prohibiting adult Ameri- 
cans from purchasing or pos- 
sessing 
pornographic 
films, 


books and other material. 


But the commission said in a 


preliminary report that local, 
state and federal laws should 
protect children from exposure 
to smut, and that adults should 
be protected from unsolicited 
exposure through public dis- 
plays or unsolicited mail adver- 
tisements. 


"The commission does not be- 


lieve, however," says the draft 
report, "that there is any war- 
rant for the continuation of gov- 
ernment controls upon what 
sexual materials may be made 
available to adults who wish to 
read or review such materials." 


The 
recommendations 
ob- 


tained by the Associated Press 
have not been approved by the 
18-member commission which 
reportedly will meet most of 
this week before issuing its final 
report, scheduled for release at 
the end of August. 


The recommendations cover 


pornographic materials, but not 
live sex shows. They follow the 
lead of Denmark which lifted all 
restrictions against pornogra- 
phy for adults—but not children 
—last year.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi- 


dent Nixon today signed a bill 
under which unemployment in- 
surance will be extended to 
about 4.7 million more workers 
and extra benefits will be avail- 
able in times of high unemploy- 
ment. 


Congress balked at proposals 


to bring employes 
of large 


farms under the unemployment 
insurance system, but it did 
vote to include other large 
groups not hitherto covered. 


These include an estimated 


2.121 million employes of non- 
profit organizations, 1.132 mil- 
lion employes of smaller busi- 
ness firms, 940,000 employes of 
state hospitals and colleges, 
210,000 salesmen, route drivers 
and similar workers, 190,000 
persons engaged in processing 


160,000 
Americans 
employed 


abroad by U.S. firms. 


The new law also provides for 


unemployment payments to be 
extended as much as 13 weeks, 
with federal help, when the na- 
tional percentage of inured un- 
employment reaches 4.5 per 
cent, or in an individual state 
when the rate increases 20 per 
cent over the preceding year 
and is at least 4 per cent. The 
extra benefits would be effec- 
tive generally beginnnng in 1972, 
but provision is made for states 
to start them sooner if they 
wish. 


The federal unemployment 


tax is increased one-tenths of 
one per cent. The base on which 
it is levied goes from $3,000 of 
wages to $4,200, effective in 
1972.

Antimissile 
Expansion

WASHINGTON (AP) - A sen- 


ate drive to stop expansion of 
the Safeguard antimissile sys- 
tem may be near—or past—the 
point of victory, an Associated 
Press survey shows. 


Fifty senators said they were 


either 
committed 
to 
vote 


against or strongly opposed to 
an amendment to expand the 
Safeguard system from two to 
four sites. Three said they were 
undecided. 


If the 50 remain firm and the 


three undecided senators vote 
as they did on the Safeguard 
proposal last year, the final vote 
will be 51-48 against expansion 
a move that could jeopardize 
the entire program. 


Only 99 senators are expected 


to vote since Sen. Karl E. 
Mundt. R-S.D., is hospitalized. 
Forty-six senators said they 
would back the Nixon adminis- 
tration and urge expansion. 


President Nixon won a one- 


vote Senate victory last summer 
on the initial decision to begin 
Safeguard 
deployment. 
This 


year, as last, the Senate is so 
closely divided on the issue that 
last minute shifts could change 
the vote tally and determine the 
outcome. 


But if the Senate votes to cut 


$332 million from the $1.3 billion 
Safeguard 
authorization, 
it 


could put the Defense Depart- 
ment in the uncomfortable posi- 
tion of justifying the expense of 
further work on the ABM sites 
at Malmstrom Air Force Base 
in Montana and Grand Forks 
Air Force Base in North Dako- 
ta. 


A report of independent scien- 


tists released last week said if 
the two additional Safeguard 
sites were solely to defend Min- 
utemen 
retaliatory 
missiles 


sites, the expansion program 
could not be justified and work 
"should not proceed." 


The report was prepared by a 


team headed by Lawrence H. 
O'Neill, president of the River- 
side Research Institute. 


An amendment also has been 


offered by Sen. Harold Hughes, 
D-Iowa, to strip all funds for 
Safeguard except those dedicat- 
ed to research and development 
on an improved missile defense 
system. At present, it is consid- 
ered to have little chance of 
passage.

Beard Looking 
Ahead to PGA 
Championship

AKRON, Ohio (AP) - Frank 


Beard took a look ahead to this 
week's PGA National Cham- 
pionship after picking off the 
$30,000 first prize in the Ameri- 
can Golf Classic. 


"No", the soft spoken techni- 


cian said, "I've never won two 
consecutive tournaments. I've 
come close, but I've never won 
two in a row." Then he paused, 
smile, and added, "until now," 


"Actually, I'll go to the PGA 


just like this week never hap- 
pened. I won't be overly elated 
and I won't be going in there 
feeling like I've used it all up." 


Beard, who almost 
didn't 


come to Akron for the $150,000 
classic, fired a conservative 71, 
one-over-par, on the demanding 
7,180-yard Firestone layout in 
the final round Sunday. 


He had a 276, two less than 


Jack Nicklaus, Bruce Crampton 
and Tommy Aaron, each tied at 
278. 


Of the players who had a 


chance to challenge Beard, only 
Nicklaus could break par. He 
had a 69. Crampton, winner the 
week before, took a 71 and Aar- 
on, who had a share of the top 
spot until he double bogeyed the 
13th, finished with a 72. 


George 
Archer, 
leader 


through the first two rounds, 
had a 73 and was alone at 279. 


Tom Shaw, tied with Beard 


for the No. 1 position going into 
the final round, double bogeyed 
two of his first three holes en 
route to a 75 for 280. Defending 
champion Ray Floyd had a 75. 


Gary Player managed a 69 


but was too far back to chal- 
lenge and finished at 281. 


The big check boosted Beard's 


bankroll for the year to $119,446, 
the fourth consecutive year he 
has 
gone over the $100,000 


mark. Nicklaus got $11,600 for 
his share of second and took 
over the top money-winning spot 
at $127,860, passing idle Lee 
Trevino.

the big time of auto racing—at 
least on the scale of Indianap- 
olis, Darlington or Daytona 
Beach. He simply had no de- 
sire to race at those places. 


Jim Paschal not only made it 


to Darlington and Daytona, but 
he made it big-$242,000 in win- 
nings in 18 years as a pioneer 
driver on the South's big ovals. 


Both elder statesmen of stock 


car racing are still around and 
winning. Paschal, now 45, drove 
a 1970 Javelin to a lap victory 
over Mustang's David Pearson 
in the Blue Hen 200 at Dover, 
Del., Sunday. 


Derr, now pushing 50 and a 


grandfather twice around, pre- 
ferred to knock down the fences 
in his own backyard—the Mid- 
west—and spend most of his 
time at home with his wife and 
two sons. Today, he is proba- 
bly the biggest race winner the 
sport has ever known. His vic- 
tory chart shows more than 
350 wins in 25 years. 


Occasionally he gets beat, as 


he did last Friday night in a 
50-lapper at Burlington, Iowa. 
F'red Horn, a solid performer 
himself, handed Derr his fourth 
defeat in 22 races this year In 
a neck-and-neck joust on a half 
mile dirt track. 


The loss, however, did little 


to slow Derr's march toward 
his 11th straight driving title In 
the International Motor Contest 
Association.

age," Laver said after failing in 
a bid for his fifth straight U.S. 
pro title and sixth in seven 
years. 


Laver appeared en route to an 


easy victory after winning the 
third set. However, he elected to 
take a brief rest and, after a 15- 
minute 
intermission, 
Roche 


bounced back to virtually chase 
him off the synthetic court 
baked by a hot sun. 


"I don't know what happened 


to Rod," Roche said. "I played 
well after the first set, but he 
just fell away. His game went 
to pieces. If you are not serv- 
ing well, you are going to be 
in trouble. And he had trouble 
serving." 


Despite his victory, Roche 


warned against writing off Lav- 
er, the undisputed king of world 
tennis who is the all-time top 
money winner. 


"1 think when he is playing 


well there isn't much I can do, 
or anyone else can do, against 
him," Roche said. "I think he 
has been having a little trouble 
with his hand the last couple of 
months, but I don't think there 
has been any deterioration in 
his game."

a mongoloid but her tongue 
is very large. She drools 
even when she is not eating. 
What could cause this and 
what treatment do you ad- 
vise? 


A—In addition to mongol- 


ism, cretinism (thyroid de- 
ficiency) and acromegaly (a 
pituitary disease) may cause 
an enlarged tongue. If the 
enlargement interferes with 
her eating, a part of the 
tongue should be removed 
surgically. 


Q—My son, 9Vfc, frequently 


gets ulcers in his mouth. I 
put gentian violet on them 
when they first appear but it 
doesn't clear them up the 
way it used to. What causes 
them and how can we pre- 
vent them? 


A—Most u l c e r s in the 


mouth are canker sores and 
are caused by a virus. Re- 
currences are common and 
are hard to prevent. A rela- 
tively new drug, idoxuridine 
(Stoxil), cures some victims. 


Q—Is It possible for a boy, 


10, who has been a mouth- 
breather for years to be 
cured by a cortisone injec- 
tion? His tonsils and ade- 
noids have not been removed 
because of a heart murmur. 


A—Mouthbreathlng m a y 


be caused by enlarged ade- 
noids, allergy or a nasal ob- 
struction. Cortisone helps in 
the treatment of some aller- 
gies but is not a cure. The 
cause should be determined 
and corrected. 


A heart murmur does not 


necessarilv mean a heart 
disease, but even with a 
heart disease a child can 
have his adenoids removed, 
thanks to modern surgical 
techniques and the observ- 
ance of proper precautions. 


Q—What would cause the 


corners 
of my 6-year-old 


son's mouth to feel tight and 
drawn. He opens his mouth 
as wide as he can to relieve 
the tightness. His pediatri- 
cian thinks it is just a habit. 
What do you think? 


A—I agree with your pe-

GOP Governors 
Feel Nixon 
Well Liked

LAKE OF THE OZARKS, Mo. 


(AP) 
— Republican governors 


generally rate President Nix- 
on's popularity high among the 
voters, and they hope some of it 
will rub off on their own cam- 
paigns in an autumn race 
against odds which favor Demo- 
cratic state house gains. 


Democrats forecast inroads 


into the 32-18 majority the Re- 
publicans now enjoy among gov- 
ernors, and the chairman of the 
GOP Governors Association ac- 
knowledges the arithmetic fa- 
vors that outcome. 


"We have a very difficult 


road with 35 governors up and 
24 of them now Republican," 
said Gov. Raymond P. Shafer of 
Pennsylvania, the chairman. 
"The odds are against us. We're 
going to do everything we can to 
fight those odds."

Warren E. Hearnes of 


Missouri, a Democrat,

Democrats could fashion a state 
house comeback as dramatic as 
that achieved by Republicans 
after their landslide defeats six 
years ago, when Lyndon B.
